SIXTY-FIRST DAY’S PROCEEDINGS. 


FRIDAY, Feb. 6. 
, The Senate met yesterday at 11 
o’clock. 


Journal of yesterday read and ap- 
proved. 


Reports of Standing Committees 
were submitted by Messrs. Cunning- 
ham, from the Educational ; Allen, 
Todd, Flemming and Grandy, from 
the Judiciary ; Avera and Love,from 


Propositions and Grievances: and 
Murray, from Engrossed Bills. 
Rules Suspended. 

On motion of Mr. Morehead, of 
Guilford, the rules were suspended 
and the House bill to provide for the 
first meeting of the new Board of 
Trustees for the University, to be 
held on the 18th of February, passed 
its readings. 

On motion of Mr. Grandy, the bill 
to re-enact sections 5.6 and 7, chap. 
104, of the Revised Code, was called 
up and passed its readings under a 
suspension of the rules 

On motion of Mr. Gudger, the bill 
to incorporate the People’s Building 
and Loan Association of Morganton, 
was taken up and passed its readings. 

On motion of Mr. ‘Troy, the biil to 
change the line between the counties 
of Bladen and Cumberland, was 
called up and passed its second read- 
ing. On motion of Mr. Hill, the fur- 
ther consideration of the bill was 
postponed till Wednesday night. 

The bill to amend chapter 162, sec- 
tion 27, laws of 1868-’69, was called up 
under a suspension of the rules. (The 
bill provides that insolvent prisoners 
may be allowed 20 days instead of 60 
to take the insolvent debtors oath.)’ 
Messrs, Cowles and King favored the 
passage of the bill. 

Mr. Dunham moved to recommit, 
Whieh failed. 

Mr. Gudger opposed the bill, as he 
thought its passage would be condu- 
sive to crime, &e. 

Mabson, col., favored the passage of 
the bill. 

Mr, Allen opposed the bill, as inex- 
pedient and impracticable. 

Mr. King favored the bill, as it 
would relieve the counties of unnec- 
cessary expense, 

The bill passed its final reading by 
a vote of ayes 26, nays 9. 

The bill to amend the act of 1842, 
incorporating the town of Tarboro, 
was called up by Mr. McCabe, and 
put upon its passage.

Special Order. 


At 124 o’elock, the ‘*Machinery 
Act” was taken up as the Special 
Order, and considered by sections. 

The bill passed its second reading 
without material alteration, as it 
came from the House. 

The bill to amend chapter 33, of 
Battle’s Revisal, came up as the sec- 
ond Special Order. The chapter re- 
ferred to, is entitled ‘“‘Criminal Pro- 
eeedings,’’ and the bill proposes to 
re-enact the powers of the old County 
Courts by providing for the appoint- 
ment of three Magistrates by the 
County Commissioners in each coun- 
ty, who are required to meet at the 
Courthouse once a month to hear 
such cases as may now or hereafter 
come under their jurisdiction. 

The discussion on the bill was par- 
ticipated in exclusively by Senators 
of the legal profession. 

Pending the discussion the Senate 
adjourned.

A BILL enlarging the jurisdiction 
of magistrates is before the Legisla- 
ture for consideration. The measure 
has some popularity because of the 
fact that the dockets of our Superior 
Courts are so crowded with petty 
criminal vases as to preclude the trial 
of civil actions of great importance. 
We beg gentlemen of the General 
Assembly to ponder well the conse- 
uences of the passage of such a bill 
before they shall enact it into a law. 
In many of the counties of the State 
the effect would be unquestionably 
heneficial; but in the Eastern coun- 
ties, which are cursed by a profligate 
and ignorant magistracy, it would 
work immeasurable harm.

iN THE report of the proceedings 
of the Senate of Thursday our readers 
ean find the important features of 
the bill concerning the State debt as 
it passed that body. Senator Worrn, 
finding that the bill for the settle- 
ment of the debt as originally intro- 
duced was in danger of defeat, accep- 
ied the modification noticed as a 
compromise. We regret that the 
sense of the Senate was against the 
original bill; but as that could not 
conimand a sufficient support to in- 
sure success, we are glad that this 
initiative step has been taken. We 
are glad thata beginning has been 
nade in the matter of the adjustment 
of our financial difficulties. The 
State debt has been too long an in- 


cubus, a hindrance to the develop- 


ment of our resources. 

The bill as it passed the Senate pro- 
vides for the issuing of $1,800,000 in 
bonds, payable thirty years after 
date, and bearing interest at six per 
centum per annum. These bonds 
are to be exchanged by the Treasurer 
for the bonds issued by the State for 
the construction of the North Caroli- 
na Railroad, and forthose bonds only. 
The interest is payable semi-annually 
on the first days of July and January, 
respectively, in thecity of New York. 
Past due coupons are receivable in 
in payment of all taxes due the 
State. 

Itis believed that the holders of 
these bonds will promptly respond 
to this proposition. If so, great gain 
will ensue to the State, inasmuch as 
she will exchange a five hundred 
dollar bond for each thousand dollar 
bond oustanding, and retain her pro- 
perty in the road as well. We hope 
that the good result anticipated will 
be realized, and that a speedy ex- 
change of bonds may be made. 


THE tax-payers, as well as the 
whole people of the Staie, are to be 
congratulated upon the judicious and 
economical revenue bill which the 
House of Representatives passed a 
few days since. The measure was 
thoroughly considered before pre- 
sented tothe House. In its provi- 
sions there are no clap-trap enact- 
ments tocourt popularity, but the bill 
was framed with an eye single to the 
true interests of the State. It was 
made to conform to the present finan- 
cial embarrasments of the people and 
actual necessities of the State. The 
Finance Committee of the House are 
to be felicitated upon the happy result 
of their arduous labors in this direc- 
tion. Mr. STANFORD, of Duplin, the 
Chairman of the Committee, has had 
large experience in revenue matters, 
and his appointment to the chair- 
manship of this very important Com- 
mittee reflects credit upon the judg- 
ment of Mr. Speaker ROBINSON, and 
was most fortunate for the interests of 
thetax-payersof that State. Notwith- 
standing his delicate health, Mr.STAN- 
FoRD has labored incessantly at his 
post, and he will, without doubt, re- 
ceive not only the applause of his 
immediate constituents, but of the 
whole people of our State. The gen- 
tleman from Cleaveland, Mr. Gtip- 
NEY, also merits a special notice for 
the prominent part which he took in 
perfecting this most excellent bill, 
and he discharged his duty as a cus- 
todian of the public interests in a 
manner creditable alike to himself 
and his intelligent constituency. 

We are inclined to the opinion that 
the Senate, which has the bill now 
in its possession, will make but 
few, if any, material amendments. 
When perfected the bill will be, as 
usual, published in full for the infor- 
mation of the public. 


‘Our Conservative Victory and 
Its 

Under the above heading our able 
contemporary, the Richmond (Va.) 
Enquirer thus treats upon the late 
campaignin that State and its results. 
The lessons contained in the En- 
quirer’s article may be found of in- 
calculable benefit to our party friends 
in this State in view of the approach- 
ing summer campaign.
